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Journalists at the White House 
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St. Valentine 


St. Valentine’s Day is approaching, and 
I observe, writes a correspondent, that 
some cross-Channel firms are .advertising 
cards appropriate for the occasion, the 
time-honoured device of a heart pierced by 
an arrow being the most commonly used. 
Why is this saint so notably associated 
with amatory passion? There is nothing 
in any of the early lives of him on which 
to found this ‘belief, which “appears to be 
purely legendary. There is a tomb of a 
Bishop Valentine in the Church of St. 
Sabina, on Mount Avertine, in Rome, on 
which is the following - inscription :— 
“Ut moriens viveret, visit ut monturas.” 
Dr. Alban’ Butler in his “ Lives of the 
Saints”. and. Brady's ““ Clavis. Calen- 
daria ” give only a few particulars about 
him—viz., that*he was a priest in Rome, 
venerated as a martyr m the reign of 
Claudius II., about the year 270, and his 
feast kept on the 14th February.. _He was 
accused of assisting certain mattyrs if 
performing Christian practices. But there 
is nothing told of him that would in the 
remotest degree connect him with all the 
cupid-like artifices which he is supposed 


to inspire. 
Roller Skating 


Recently a correspondent in the 
‘“Diary’’ lamented the death of roller 
skating in Ireland, and expressed a hope 
for its revival. Thousands will re-echo 
that desire; for there is no. sport more 
health-giving or graceful. “First started 
in 1823 by Samuel Tyers, .a fruiterer in 
Piccadilly, it “caught on’ rapidly in 
London and most English cities, and 
almost as. quickly declined. It was not 
until 1865 that J. L.. Plimton, of New 
York, invehted the type of skate which 
enabled.its users to figure and ‘curve with 
ihe same-ease and rapidity on an artificial 
flom as*on an ice-pond that practice 
became widespread. Lady Dorothy Neville’ 
tells in her “ Recollections ’’ how it became 
the vogue all round. ‘‘Suddenly,’’ she 
writes, {‘in» the middle ‘seventies the 
mania caught hold of every class, and 
rinks, some improvised and some specially 
built, sprung up in almost every town of 
any importance. London, and more 
especially fashionable London, went mad 
about the new amusement. The craze, 
however, did not last as long as many 
speculators had anticipated, and a great 
deal of money was eventually lost by those 
who, convinced of the permanency of the 
roller skating rage, had invested their 
money in the construction of rinks. 
Nearly everybody in this country knows 
how thoroughly the craze captured Dublin, 
and how frequently sprightly old spinsters 
showed the love for the pastime with an 
enthusiasm not excelled by their younger 
sisters. 


AC ore Light 


Everyone welcomes the promises of a 
brighter Dublin which the Lord Mayor 
has predicted, when the schemes for 
the development of our electricity will help 
to illumine the dark corners of our capital. 
Let us hope that this idea may be extended 
to the suburbs. The lighting along the 
main road from. Ballsbridge to Kingstown, 
still further, is extremely ‘bad. 
Indeed, walking along some of the path- 
ways, if there happens to be any obstacle 
or break in the shores, or on the route, 
one risks a broken ankle or other mishap. 
There is a long dark road from Monkstown 
to Dunleary, and there lamps seem 
numerous, but are not lit. This is doubtful 
economy, which thé Commissioners may 
rectify during the coming year. 


J ournalists Welcome 


The newspaper man always receives a 
warm welcome when the politician wants 
his point of view placed before the 
electorate, but when the journalist is seek- 
ing some bit of important news that he 
knows will interest his readers he often is 
regarded with suspicion and—well, given 
the back of the hand. What may be re- 
garded as the most advanced and en- 
lightened attitude towards the newsman is 
now taking place in Washington. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’ Was announced to the 
American Press that he is at their dis- 
posal, and he has been taken at his word. 
On Mondays and Wednesdays any bona 
fide journalist can come to the White 
House and ask Mr. Roosevelt any ques- 
tion he wishes, and the President declares 
that he is pleased to answer. During the 
World War some of the most important 
Press conferences were held weekly, but 
the directors of the Government Bureau 
were prepared to lecture the newsmen, 
and give them the statements for publica- 
tion that they considered necessary. Any 
obstreperous journalist was refused admis- 
sion if he persisted in asking awkward 
questions, and some of the famous cor- 
respondents were given their congé. Evi- 


dently President Roosevelt recognises the 

value of this co-operation with the Press, 

and in so doing has quite offset those 

opposing his Administration and his New. 
al, 


Pat “YCcK enna 


It is all made so easy for the newsman. 
He must first pass the scrutinising eyes of 
“ Pat ” McKenna, who is the contidential 
doorman to the President. At ten o’clock 
in the morning, on two days of the week, 
about two hundred journalists assemble at 
the White House, with their credentials. 
However, Pat has a keen eye and knows 
most of them by sight. There are some- 
times foreign pressmen also anxious to be 
present, and when Pat is quite satisfied 
he claps his hands as a signal for admis- 
sion. Then Mr... Franklin Roosevelt is at 
their mercy. He is fully aware that many 
are sent by his enemies, but he welcomes 
them all. the same. When the pressmen 
have passed the secret service band and 
the Press’ Gallery officials, Pat shouts, 
‘ All in,” and the door is closed, and the 
journalists sit round Mr. Roosevelt’s desk 
and fire their questions. They come from 
all the important papers of the great 
United States, from the Press Association 
and other syndicates, while the special 
political correspondents are also in 
attendance. Sometimes the President has 
an important piece of news to. impart. 
often he begins by asking the visitors to 
“tell him the news.” There is nothing 
barred from the interview. Mr. Roose- 
velt in person answers, of course, as he 
pleases, but in the best of humour. He 


has a pleasant formule: ‘‘ Well, if I were 


writing the news stories to-day, I would 
say that, as from now, etc.” What a 
paradise for the newsman, or, as he is 
known in the United States, as the 
* newshound ”' ! 


Pagannini in Ireland 


The interest awakened in the coming 
drama on that extraordinary personality 
and famous virtuoso Pagannini reminds 
me of the stories of his visit to Dublin. 
The great violinist, who took Europe by 
storm, became a legendary figure, even in 
the early stages of his brilliant career. 
He was supposed, as I believe the play 
portrays, to be under the influence of the 
devil, in spite of his denunciation of his 
detractors. But the magic of his fiddle, 
which swept great audiences off their feet 
and brought him an immense fortune, 
was also experienced in Ireland, for he 
spent quite a time in Dublin and Cork. 
Indeed, the famous portrait of the artis‘ 
which hangs in the Victoria and Albert 
Museum, showing the long skeleton figure 
with the long waxen face and the masses 
of black hair, was painted by MacLise. 
A friend of mine who knew Dr. Petrie as 
a child heard the old man relate many 
tales of Pagannini, who was a friend of 
his father. Petrie, the famous portrait 


painter, once gave a description of 
Pagannini playing in the streets of 
Dublin. Petrie was walking up O'Connell 


street one night when he heard the 
violinist play. He saw a great throng 
assembled, and when he drew near the 
violinist was standing by the pavement 
playing, the audience wrapt in wonder. 
Here was the man whose concerts were im- 
possible to-gain admission to owing to the 
fabulous prices demanded. Beside Pagan- 
nini also stood a dejected looking fiddler, 
with his violin case at his feet, Pagannini 
had seized his violin and was lost in his 
music. When he had finished his con- 
certo he took his hat and passed it around, 
returning it to the astonished fiddler, 
glittering with bright coins. 


Dr. Petrie 


My friend tells me that Dr. Petrie was 
a fascinating talker. When she knew him 
he was a very old man. His lovely water- 
colours are familiar to Dublin art lovers, 
and his work for Irish art is, perhaps, 
the greatest monument to his memory ; for 
we owe him the gratitude of the nation. 
On one occasion she heard him relate the 
story of Robert Emmet’s portrait. He 
was a small boy, and his great joy was 
to be permitted to remain in his father’s 
studio while he was at work. One morning 
he thought he would spring a surprise on 
his parent and entered his studio, but. 
hearing a step on the stairs, hid behind 
one of the canvases. From his hiding place 
he peeped, and saw a beautiful young 
woman dressed in deep mourning enter 
and kneel before the portrait on the ease! 
which his father had just finished. She 
remained thus for some time and then 
hurried away. Wher the painter entered ' 
the small boy emerged from behind his 
screen and gazed at the picture. ‘‘ That 
lady, my boy,” said the father, ‘‘ you 
have just seen is the sorrowful Sarah 
Curran.” The portrait on the easel was 
that of Robert Emmet, his friend.

The S.R.C. 


A meeting of past vresidents of the 8.R.C.

As the 
deliberations have been private, no definite 
news is available, but it is said that in the 
scheme to be put forward the societies are to 
play an importart part. 

In the last seven months the National 
University Graduates’ Committee has found 
positions for no less than fiftv-eight graduates.

pre time we may get a High Court 
decision on the question of lights. 
Then motorists will understand, yooh 
exactly what is required of them under 
the Free State Road Traffic Act. In the 
meantime, thev are at the mercy of Civic 
Guards and District Justices. 

Neither police nor magistrates are likely 
to prove deliberately unfair ; there is, how- 
ever, the danger that the District Justice's 
interpretation of the law may prove 
novel—from the point of view of the de- 
fendant. 

Two recent cases involving the question 
of whether headlights must both be lighted 
after dark came before District Courts, 
and are worth quoting. 


One Headlight 
is not my intention to suggest that 


T 
| either District Justice was wrong in 
the decision he gave, for the arguments 
made. before the courts were not exactly 
similar, 

In both cases the motorists charged 
were driving’ with only one headlight lit. 
In both cases the sidelights were lit, In 
the first case the District Justice agreed 
with the contention of the defendant that 
‘‘contrary to. common belief, it was not 
necessary to have two headlights lighting,’’ 
and he dismissed the case. 

The defendant in the second case was 
fined 2s, 6d.—nothing about which to. 
get panicky—the District Justice agreeing 
with the Court Registrar, who interpo- 
lated to declare that sidelights would not 
show for a reasonable distance as re- 
quired by the Act. Whether the Court 
Registrar had a right to act as counsel 
for the prosecution I do not know, but 
that is beside the point. 


The Law 


N Part X. of the Road Traffic Act, 1933, 
it is laid down that every mechanically 
propelled vehicle shall carry, during 
lighting-up hours, two lamps showing 
white lights to the front (solo motor 
cycles one light). The lamps must be 
visible for reasonable distances. 

Now, in the Lighting of Vehicles Regu- 
lations (Statutory Rules and Orders, 1934, 
No. 166) it is provided that where there 
are two obligatory front lamps on a 
mechanically-propelled..vehicle they shall 
be as nearly as possible of the same power. 

Assuming that, in the two cases with 
which I am dealing, only the sidelights 
had been lit, the point at issue would have 
boiled down to whether or not those lights 
showed for a ‘‘ reasonable distance.”’ 
What is a “ reasonable. distance ” 1 

In the first case the Guards’ evidence 
was to the. effect that the lights were 
visible from 200 or 300 yards, and the 
District Justice accepted that as a 
“reasonable distance.’ In the second 
case no evidence seems to have been taken 
with .regard.to the distance the lights 
Showed. The Court. Registrar said side- 
lights would not show for a “ reasonable 
distance,” and the District Justice 
accepted that opinion.

Those who framed the regulation re- 
quiring that both lights should be as 
nearly as possible of the same power did 
not, I feel sure, intend that an additional 
light, considerably. more powerful than 
those to which the regulation applied, 
should also be employed: 

If you are prepared to take a risk and 
you feel that your sidelights show for a 
“reasonable distance,” by all means save 
your headlights; but, if you want to keep 
out of the clutches of the law, show two 
headlights. Don’t use only one headlight, 
It is unfair to other motorists.

GALWAY’S POSITION 
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Frou Our Own ConRERPONDENT, 
GALWAY, Saturday. 


The Secretary, Mr. C. 1, O'Flynn, in- 
formed the Galway “County Council at its 
quarterly meeting today that he had asked 
the Irish Land Commission to issue a separate 
chart for County Galway, showing the state 
of the land annuity collection in the county. 
He did this, he said, following the receipt 
of a circular from the Lecal Government 
Department, stating that the balance of the 
agricultural grant might become attached to 
the Guarantee Fund, because of the backward 
annuity collection. He had not yet got anch 
a chart. Ra! 

Also he had sent posters to the rate col- 
lectors calling on the people oí the county to 
pay up the annuities, and thus ensure that 
Galway would be entitled to the full agricul- 
tural grant. Of the full grant of £116,000, 
only two quarterly instalments of £29,000 
each had been paid; 40.5 per cent. of the 
rates had been collected to date, leaving 
£159,853 oulstanding. 

The county collection was the lowest in 
the Free State, Several counties showed an 
improvement this year, and there was no 
reason why Galway should be so backward. 

Mr, Beegan, T.D., said that matters wonld 
improve if the collectors had power ¢ collect 
by instalments. 

The Council decided to demand an explana- 
tion from the colleétors whose collections 


| were under 40 per cent., and that if the 


explanation was not satisfactory to get in 
tonch With collectors sureties. 

‘The Council also’ derided to ask the Go 
vernmeéent io establish a National Drainage 
Board for the carrving out of major drainage 
schemes with increaséd national contribu- 
tlons. and demahd that minor sehemes be 
carried out as lock] relief schemes with a rate 
contribution from the lands benefiting.

GROUND RENTS 


TO THE EDITOR OF THER IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—l have read Mr, R. Franks’s letter in 

our issue of the 8th instant. The Irish 

easeholders’ Assoviation was launched at’ a 
me@ting held in Dublin on the 6th and 7th 
of December last to secure the investment of 
freehold interest in all leaseholders. 

Mr, Franks make an attempt to make a 
tase for the existing iniquitous system of 
lenúre perpetrated by an alien Government 
as reward to ita hitelings in Irish political 
and social life. Large tracts of Irish lands 
were “ given” to Crown supporters for 
' services rehdéred.’’ This is merely a ques- 
tion of history, as reference to the names of 
many éstates clearly shows. A sum of six 
million pounds is being exported annually to 
absentee landlords, which demonstrates, 
beyond further proof, that their economic 
stranglehold is still carefully preserved. 

Mr. Franks talks about ' supply and de- 
mand,” knowing well that there is only one 
free agent in the question of sales and re- 
newals. Due to the benevolence of the good 
Queen Bess and her kin, most of the Sand 
adjoining the cities and towns of this courttry. 
is in the hands of foreign landlords or their 
agents, who, battening on a National Govern- 
ment’s attempt to provide decent living: 
necommodaetion for its people, demands, and 
must necessarily receive, their price for leases. 
Mr. Franks holds out the same shibboleth of 
freedém in the question of renewals, A man 
leases a plot of ground, builds thereon, and 
thus increases the value of the holding out of 
all proportion to ‘its original value. He soon 
pays in rent a sum grossly in excess of the 
value of the holding. Hé contribtites to 
sdcial services upon a large scale. Then his 
lease expirés, and the benign landlord or 
agent demands of the unfortunate leaseholder 
an inetensed rent for a rénewal. There is no 
regard for the time, labour and money the 
leaseholder has spent to intrease the value of 
the holding, He must pay or get out. A 
free agent! Recent legislation tends to curb 
the omnipotence of the landlord in deciding 
the rent on the renewal of leases, but it 
confers no benefit upon the leaseholder, who 
is equitably entitled to a reduction of rent on 
renewal of his lease. 

The sanctity of contracts depends upon the 
absolute freedom of the parties thereto. Mr. 
Franks will hardly contend that a modern 
houseseeker or a leaseholder seeking renewal 
is a free agent. One cannot help recalling 
that this argument was urged by the land. 
lords and their agents in the days of the 
Land League. 

This movement is ho new departure. The 
Land Purchase Acts. of both British and 
Irish Governments provide us with a well- 
established precedent. So, if we are trans- 
gressing the rights of private property, we 
are. at least in good company. The Irish 
Leaseholders’ Association, though but two 
months established, has branches in every 
county in the country. Mr, Franks’s letter 
is an obvious indication of our growing 
strength. —Yours, etc.,

Yellow Peril 


General Smuts's speech at Cape Town 
puts into clear words a danger which many 
people dimly feel and fear. The fathers 
of this generation were obsessed by a 
menace which they called the ‘ yellow 
peril.’’ Their sons, occupied with their 
own problems of nationality, shut their 
eyes to the far greater problems of world 
tendencies, and have been accustomed to 
laugh at their fathers’ fears; but strange 
happenings in the Far East are forcing 
them to think afresh, and once again the 
“ yellow peril’? looms largely. While 
Europe is distracted by her conflicts, says 
General Smuts, sleeping Asia is awaken- 
ing. Two-thirds of the buman race is on 
the move, and nobody knows whither. The 
spearhead of this colossal movement. is 
Japan, a country of boundless ambition, 
of bursting patriotism, and of excessive 
population. Already the Japanese have 
outspread the boundaries of their own 
islands ; they have forced their way at the 
bayonet’s point into Korea and Manchuria, 
and have added whole provinces of China 
They are holding 
fast to the Pacific islands which were en- 
trusted to them by the League of Nations ; 
and the peaceful penetration of immigrant

Japanese has become a matter of urgent 
moment to Australia. China, like Japan, 
is overcrowded, and soon will begin her 
search for new lands. Clearly a day is 
coming when the two nations—one power- 
ful, the other huge—will realise that they

impertum, the danger will be equally 
terrible to the white races, torn by their 
mutual discontents. The driving power of 
nearly four hundred millions of yellow 
men will shake white civilisation to its 
depths. 
Against this gigantic peril General 
Smuts sees only one bulwark, which is the 
defensive co-operation of the British 
Empire and the United States. A glance 
at the map will explain his reasons more 
clearly than any words. Japan’s nearest 
neighbour on the the North 
American continent, standing between her 
and Europe. Due south lies Australia; 
westwards, the lands of the yellow men 
adjoin the borders of India. If they 
should choose to avoid these obstacles and 
spread to the south-west they would come 
to South Africa, once the gateway of the 
Fast, but potentially, as the South African 
Minister of Defence phrased it last. week, 
the gateway to the West. Wherever tle 
yellow races may extend themselves, save 
in the one direction of South America, 
they must find themselves confronted with 
the power of Great Britain or the United 
States. The United States are reasonably 
secure, and the urgent need is that 
Britain’s outposts shall be not less secure. 
Here is one excellent reason for the 
maintenance oí  Britain’s military 
strength in India; and herein, too, 
lies the fallacy of all attempts by 
Australian or South African Jacobins 
to break free of the British connection. 
The Empire must remain strong and 
united, not that it may wage successful 
war agasnst France or Germany or the 
United: States, but that it may preserve 
white civilisation against the inevitable

: assaults of the yellow imperium. United, 
| the Empire holds the keys of half the 


world ; linked with the United States, she 
stands guard over the whole of it. No 
othe: nation, except perhaps Russia, 
really matters; the European Powers, 
with their narrow territorial limits, form 
merely the last line of defence. The first 
line consists. of the British Empire and 


| the United States. It can be held only 
‘| 80 long as they stand together, and, if it 


is once broken, the rule of the white man 


| is broken with it.. : 


Indirectly, General Smuts’s warning 
concerns Ireland very deeply. We are not 


| 


in the immediate path of the avalanche, 
but we have our part to play in the avert- 


ing of it.- The Empire which will preserve 


civilisation against the yellow onslaught 
has been built, to a degree which England 
seldom acknowledges, by the genius and 
energy of Irishmen; to-day it is main- 
tained, to a similarly unacknowledged 
degtee, by Irishmen. If those fellow- 
countrymen of ours should be lost to the 
Empire’s service, the Empire must suffer 
an almost irreparable blow: bereft of a 
great part of her best brains and blood, 
she must be weakened for at least a con- 
siderable period of years, during which 
the menace from the East will be piercing 
her defences. If Ireland owes much to the 
Empire, the Empire owes much to her. 
The problem that confronts us to-day, in 
the light of General Smuts’s words, is 
whether this country proposes to desert 
her white kin or to take her place in the 
strugglé for civilisation. On the one 
hand, Jreland can withdraw herself 
from the British Commonwealth, taking 
with her that magnificent tincture of ad- 
ministrative, naval and military energy 
which she infuses to-day into the Common: 
wealth’s counsels. That course is treachery 
—not to England, but to the white races 
of the world, and to herself. On the 
other hand, she can sacrifice her little 
ideas of republican loneliness to the great 
task of preserving civilisation—a task in 
which Ireland, small in area, but bound- 
less in energy, can play a giant’s part. 
The logic is simple. Without Ireland the 
Empire suffers: without the Empire white 
civilisation must look forward to its doom. 
Which course will she choose? The answer 
ought to be easy.. Yet it demands a 
patriotism that rises above all momentary 
passions, and a clearness of vision which 
can encompass the widest vistas. Genera] 
Smuts possesses such patriotism and such 
clearness of vision. Do our rulers—and 
will our rulers—reveal] the same virtues? 


Land Annuities 


When the Free State Government de- 
cided to withhold the land annuities from 
Great Britain, thus opening hostilities in 
the economic war, we ventured to predict 
that.in the long run the game would prove 
not to have been worth the candle: It 
must be remembered that no rea] question 
of principle was involved; for, although 
President de Valera and his friends had 
been seeking desperately for new planks in 
their political platform for several years, 
it was not until 1927, just before Fianna 
Fail entered the Dáil, that they discovered 
the startling fact that the Free State 


‘really did not owe the land annuities at 


all. Every farmer in this country knew— 
and knows to-day—precisely what the 
land annuities are. They never were part 
of the Public Debt; they are merely a 


-private obligation on the tenant-purchaser 


to pay his former landlord for the posses- 
sion of his holding. The Free State 
for that matter, the 
British Government also—simply acted as 


Government—and, 


an agent, collecting the money in Ireland, 
and passing it on to the British Treasury 
for distribution in the form of interest to 
holders of Irish Land Bonds. When the 
Free State authorities refused to pay the 
money over to London the British 
Treasury, of course, was forced to con- 
tinue to serve the Land Bonds, with the 
result that it was at the complete loss of 
the annuities, which were impounded in 
Dublin, Then President de Valera halved 
them, as a sop to the farmers; but his 
Government still is collecting the pay- 
ments, and is using them as part of the 
Free State’s revenue. It was inevitable 
from the outset that certain farmers, less 
scrupulous than others, would follow the 
Government’s lead by a refusal to pay 
their annuities; and Senator Connolly 
announced at Maryborough yesterday that 
in the last eighteen months no less than 
£254,247 in arrears had been “ written 
off.” Now, it is a well-known fact that 
in the most badly troubled times in this 
country, even at the height of the '“' Black- 
and-Tan ” period, the land annuities were 
paid promptly, simply because the farmers 
knew that their title to their holdings 
depended on due observance of their debt. 
When the Government refused to pay 
Britain, however, many annuitants took 
the view that they no longer were under 
any obligation to pay anything to any- 
body, since their responsibility to their 
ultimate creditors—the bond-holders—had 
ceased. Hence Senator Connolly's tears at 
Maryborough. He warned the farmers, 
very properly, that their only security for 
their holdings: lay in their possession of 
land annuity receipts, and gave them 
clearly to understand that default would 
result in the loss of their farms. If 
annuitants will not pay, their land will be 
given to men who will meet their commit 
ments. We are sure that Senator Connolly 
realises fully the difficulties that would 
accompany such a policy; but he un- 
doubtedly is right. A “shut-down” of 
the annuities, he said, would mean the 
collapse of all ordered government in the 
Free State. We appeal to all farmers to 
pay their just debts. The fact that the 
Government has broken an agreement with 
Great Britain does not concern them as 
annuitants, although it concerns them 
closely as citizens; and, however wrong 
the Government may have been, there is 
no excuse for the individual farmer who 
tries to evade a lawful obligation. 


The Abbey Theatre 


As we report elsewhere, there is a possi- 
bility that the Abbey Players, who at 
present are on tour in America, may be 
invited to make films of their plays for a 
Hollywood company. Ah offer of this 
kind hardly would be surprising; for 
America seems to have taken our actors 
and actresses to its heart. Their visits are 
awaited with eagerness, and they are met 
in every town by a welcome which some- 
times must be almost embarrassing. We 
take pride in the theatre's success, which 
is well deserved, and would be glad to 
learn that a still wider public was to be 
given the opportunity to acknowledge it. 


Yet there are two sides to the question. | 


There is a danger in anything that in- 
volves the company’s prolonged absence 
from Dublin—a danger that, while the 


| Abbey’s reputation abroad is flowering, the 


roots at home may be neglected. In the 
twenty months from. October, 1931, to 
June, 1933, the company had been in 
America for sixteen months, and, having 
spent a little over a year at its head- 
quarters, it set out again last autumn for 
& tour which will not be over before the 
‘summer, even if there is no film contract ‘to 
lengthen it. From the point of view of 
the audience, it is not desirable that the 
national theatre should concentrate so 
much on a touring policy, and the need to 
uphold prestige at home is quite as evident 
as the need to increase it abroad. True, 
it can be said that Irish drama is passing 
through a lean period at the moment, and 
that the old plays which are so well re- 
ceived in America have become almost too 
familiar to Dublin audiences. Travel is 
justified partly by the fact that there are 
few new plays to produce at home, but 
may it not be possible that the absence 
of the company leads to a lack of plays, 
not vice versa’ It has been proved more 
than once that a theatre encourages play- 
writing by its very existence, and the 
continued presence of these fine players in 
Dublin well might stimulate a revival in 
Irish drama. 


The Grave of a Fleet 


In December, 1920, General Wrangel, 
the leader of the White Russians, gathered 
a fleet to rescue his followers, whose lives 
were endangered in the Crimea by the 
loss of Sebastopol. France, alone among 
the Powers, had recognised his cause, 
and consequently it was towards French 
waters that he steered his ships. Those 
ships now have lain in the anchorage of 
Bizerta, in Tunisia, for 14 years, and 
of the 38 vessels only one or two have 
survived the passage of time. The ficet 
consisted of one 235,000 ton battleship, 
two smaller battleships, a cruiser, thirteen 
destroyers, two gunboats, seven torpedo 
boats, five ice-breakers, a training rhip, a 
repair ship, four tugs and the Tsar’s 
private yacht, and of all this number only 
one battleship, the repair ship, and an 
ice-breaker still are floating. Last De- 
cember a body of Soviet engineers inspected 
the fleet, and the report they delivered was 
tragic. So rusted and rotten had these 
once invulnerable warships become, that 
any attempt to start their engines would 


have driven the whole bulk of their 
machinery through their bottoms. Not 


one of them could have been sailed away 
from that anchorage under her own power. 
When this discovery was made the Soviet 
Government contracted for the sale of the 
fleet as scrap iron. What remained of the 
warships’ armaments was to be sent back 
to Russia intact, where the relics possibly 
could be put to some use in the arsenal. 
The demolition work has been begun 
already, and as the greater part of the 
fleet is beached, it is proceeding at a rapid 
rate. During the Premiership of M. 
Herriot an agreement was made by which 
the Wrangel fleet should be returned to 
Russia, and, consequently, the money 
obtained by the sale of the vessels will be 
given to the Soviet Government. There 
are few sights more tragic than that of a 
wrecked and rusting ship. The sea quickly 
destroys all trace of her former beauty. 
Perhaps, therefore, it is better that these 
remnants of the Russian Imperial Navy 
should be taken from the sea.

He has two 
sons and two daughters. Mrs. More-O’Fer- 
rall, of Sandymount avenue, Dublin, is a 
sister-in-law. 


GREAT POLICE ACTIVITY

East was one of the main topics of a 
striking review of world affairs by General 
Smuts broadcast here this evening. 

The. address was not delivered by 
General Smuts himself, but was read on 
his behalf by Mr. Patrick Duncan, 
Minister of Mines. 

While Europe was still further dis- 
tracted by the conflict between democracy 
and Fascism, Asia, he said, was awaken- 
ing. Two-thirds of the human race were 
on the move—no one knew whither. At 
their. head was a great Power already 
claiming. equality. with the two greatest 
sea Powers. : 
the troubles of Europe were more like 
petty family squabbles. 


THE DANGER SPOT 


There was a serious risk, with the policy 
on which Japan had now embarked, that 
the Pacific might become the potential 
danger spot of the world on a colossal 
scale. Japan, Russia, China, the U.S.A.. 
Britain, Canada, Australia, New Zealand 
and India all might become involved. 

He felt convinced that they would see 
a complete recasting of the old interna. 
tional situation and the old world group- 
ings. Europe would cease to be the world’s 
centre of disturbance, and the centre of 
gravity in world affairs would pass to the 
Pacific and the countries bordering it. 

Japan's situation called for a large 
measure of patience and goodwill, There 
was in Japan and all over Asia a sensitive- 
ness on points of honour and prestige 
which called for a double dose of charity 
on the part of Europe and America. 

If Japan proved determined to carry out 
at all costs a policy threatening a new 
haval armaments race, the integrity of 
China, or peace in the Far East, the other 
Pacific Powers would have to adjust their 
reactions accordingly. 

To meet this possibility General Snmts 
reiterated his plea for co-operation 
between Britain and the United States on 
the ground that it was essential for world 
peace. 


U.S. OPINION 


The situation in the Far East must have 
had a sobering effect on the American 
outlook. In the face of recent develop- 
ments, thinking America cannot but 
realise that the very basis of the old isola- 
tionist policies was being undermined. 

The next move before Europe, he urged, 
should be one towards substantial general 
disarmament, based on the security of the 
extension of the Locarno system. As part 
and parcel of this policy German equality 
should be fully recognised, and Germany 
should in that way be induced to rejoin 
the League. 

Potential dangers in the world situation 
were. the decay of the spirit. of political 
liberty in Europe, and the situation which 
appeared to be developing in the Far East. 

Vast experiments in government were 
now being tried in Russia, Italy, Germany 
and elsewhere. All had one feature in 
common, and that was their denial of 
political or constitutional liberty as a prin- 
ciple. 

If they were successful, Europe would 
become not an example, but a warning to 
the rest of the world.

The clash at Ual-Ual last November, 
when a hundred Abyssinians were killed 
and fifty wounded, with a number of 
casaulties on the Italian side, was fol- 
lowed by a virulent ca~paign in the Press 
against the lawless districts cn the Abys- 
sinian frontier. 

Writers declared it was high time 
European States “abandoned their long- 
suffering toleration towards the only 
African State, still autonomous, and which 
constituted a danger to the white races 
in Africa.”

TRAGEDY 


CRAFT CAPSIZES NEAR 
COAST 


Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
REYKJAVIK, Sunday 


NOTHER British trawler crew have 
fallen victims to the winter fury of 
the sea; off the rocky coast of Iceland. 
The Langanes, of Grimsby, lies a battered 
hulk on a rock, fifty yards from shore. It 
is feared that all her crew of fourteen have 
perished, despite heroic efforts to rescue 
them made by other trawlers. 

One body has been washed ashore. 

A courageous attempt at rescue cost the 
life of the mate of the British trawler 
Bunsen, which sent out a lifeboat with 
three men aboard. The craft capsized in 
the heavy .sea, hurling its occupants into 
the water. The mate was drowned, and the 
other two were picked up by the trawler 
Stoke City. 

Trawlers from a wide area and motor 
boats from the coast dashed to the rescue 
in response to the distressed trawler's 
S.0.S. A mistake in her. presumed posi- 
tion, however, put the rescuers on a wrong 
track, and it was not until the lighthouse 
keeper at Slettanes noticed the wreck at 
dawn that the vessels could be brought te 
the place. 


CLINGING TO RIGGING 


The lighthouse keeper saw three men 
clinging to the rigging and another hang- 
ing on to the deck, News that some of the 
crew were still alive was followed some 
time later by a report from the trawler 
Green Howard, on arrival off Slettanes, 
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| that none of the men were visible. 


It was still believed that some survivors 
might have swum ashore, but after a time 
all hope was given up. 

The Langanes (358 tons) belonged to 
Consolidated Fisheries, Limited, Grimsby. 

With the loss of the Langanes and her 
crew the British deep-sea fishing industry 
suffers its third tragedy of the year. 
Forty-three men have been drowned in 
these three disasters. Fifteen of the crew 
of eighteen of the Hull trawler Edgar 
Wallace were lost in the Humber on 
January 9th, and a fortnight later the 
Grimsby trawler Jeria sank in a gale off 
Iceland with fourteen men on board. 


FATHER AND SON 


The skipper of the Langanes was C. 
Patterson, of Cleethorpes ,and his 19 
years old son Philip was working under 
bim as a deck hand. 

The Trimmer, A. Howard, leaves four 
young children, the eldest of whom is aged 
eight. This was his first trip on the ship, 
and his fourth shipwreck. 

Four children are also left by John 
Fleming. Like Howard, he had a feeling 
against going on the trip, and it was a 
long time before he got ready to go. He 
told his wife: “ I wouldn't go if I hadn't 
the children to look after.”’

The text of the Irish Free State-German 
trade agreement, coneluded in the form 
of an exchange of notes on “anuary 28th, 
is now available. 

The Free State Government undertake 
in awarding public contracts, ‘‘ to take 
suitable cccount of German impost in- 
terests,’’ and to exert their influence in 
a similar sense with semi-public under- 
takings. 

In imposing any future restrictions on 
imports, the Free State Government will, 
in allotine quotas and import permits, 
‘have adequate regard to the present 
German trade and to German interests 
in the Irish market.” 

The German Government undertake to 
make available tho foreign exchange 
necessary to pay for past and future Irish 
exports to Germany and for the transport 
of goods between Germany and the Free 
State by Irish vessels.

Cardinal Faulhaber, Archbishop of 
Munich, held a threat of excommunication 
over the heads of Nazi leaders to-day in 
a slashing sermon against the new semi- 
official campaign to get tid of Catholic 
and Protestant schools in Bavaria. 

The Archbishop exhorted all  con- 
scientious Catholics to continue sending 
their children to Catholic schools. and 
declared: ‘‘ Whoever passes laws against 
the freedom of the Church is. liable to 
excommunication.”’ 

The Cardinal asked what guarantees 
existed that the single German school for 
which the Bavarian Nazis were so warmly 
campaigning would not be the path to a 
single German Church. 

“The split in Germany to-day,”’ de- 
elared the Archbishop, “is not, as Nazi 
reformers say, between Catholics and 
Protestants, but between the new 
heathenism and both our Churches.”’

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ANOTHER RUSSIAN 
RAIL ACCIDENT

NOTHEKR terrible Russian rail acei- 

dent—the third this year, bringing 
the number of killed to forty-seven, with 
over one hundred injured—has occurred 
at a local station near Saratov, on the 
main Riazan-Ural line. 

Eighteen persons were killed, and nine 
injured, according to to-day's official an- 
nouncement on the smash, which oecurred 
at Karan-Stroganovo, about four hundred 
and fifty miles south-east of Moscow. 

A passenger train collided head-on with 
a freight train-in the local station, An out- 
break of fire in two waggons added horror 
to the scenes which followed the smash, 
and rendered rescue work more difficult. 

The station-master, named Konovalov, 
has been charged with criminal negli- 
gence. It is alleged that he was at fanit 
for permitting two trains to be on the 
same track; that he was negligent m 
sending a switch-man, who was not on 
duty, to open the signals, and that he did 
not see that his orders were carried out 
properly. 


DID NOT BRAKE 


The train crews have also been blamed 
for negligence, because they did not at- 
tempt to brake. 

Both engines and several carriages were 
smashed to pieces. A number of emer- 
gency ‘‘ wreck’’ trains were rushei to 
the place, and the injured were taken to 
hospital at Tambov. 

(Of the two previous Russian rail dis 
asters this year, the more serious hap 
pened on January 6th, when the Moscow 
Leningrad express and the Leningrad- 
Tiflis express collided near 
twenty-three people being 
seventy-nine injured. 

Two days later six more people lost 
their lives, and twenty-three were injured, 
in another passenger train collision at 
Rostov-on-Don.

Japan is the champion Apores 
policv. as cpposed to the conférence 
method for the settlement of disputes 
which was set up in the Washington 
series of treaties. If Japan ‘proves 
obdurate, General Smuts feels that the 
other Pacific Powers will have to shape 
their reactions accordingly, but he recog- 
nises fully that she is passing through 
a difficult phase in her history, and that 
her situation calls for a large measure cf 
patience and goodwill from other 
countries. Most important of all for the 
peace of the world he considers to be co- 
operation between the United States of 
America and the British Commonwealth 
of Nations. Certainly they both stand for 
the same big principles of individual 
freedom and the pacific settlement of in- 
ternational disputes, and it behoves them 
to put into action on every possible occa- 
sion their conviction that war must be 
eliminated as an instrument of national

The agreement was what was called a 
hfty-híty deal. It had been arrived at en- 
tirely independent of other and conflict- 
ing issues. It was a purely business deal ; 
for it suited the Free State to dispose of 
certain surplus cattle, and it suited 
Britain to dispose of a certain quantity of 
coal. It was the type of transaction for 
which they always had argued, and which 
should be possible always between free 
agents. He was not blinking the fact that 
in. their trading with Britain certain 
economic disabilities existed on both sides, 
and that the removal of these obstacles 
on a mutual basis would be desirable. 
“ What I think is significant is that a 
trading bargain on a fifty-filty basis has 
been made, and that we have established 
an interesting precedent in that respect.
